A Reamarkaale Iaatraaaeat.
An instrument for observing parts of

machines having rapid motion has
been made for Prof. Hospitaller, a
French investigator. It is designed to
light up the rapidly moving parts-s- uch

as the exhaust valve of a high-
speed petrol motor with Intermittent
flashes of variable period, and when
the flashes occur regularly at every
cycle of motion the part appears quite
stationary. On slightly decreasing the
period of the flashes, the motion ap-

pears to run through its complete cy-

cle at a very slow speed, every vibra-
tion being observable.

Speed ef Warshlpa.
Those unfamiliar with the differences

in the construction of ships made for
war and peace may wonder that the
speed of 13.1 knots an hour maintained
by the Kearsarge is a cause of Jubila-
tion, when passenger steamers make more
than 20 knots. The passenger ship be-

ing built for speed is given a length ten
times her beam measurement, while in
the floating battery, the proportion is
but five to one. The "liner" uses 25,-0-00

to 37,000 horsepower, while the Kear-
sarge used but 6,500.

The Palater'a Palette.

Eartaqaake Zeaea.
A zone of 15 degrees on a great cir-

cle between the Pacific coast of Ameri-
ca and Asia is found by M. de Montes-su-s

to include tne spicentres of 64,000
earthquake localities; and a like zone
on a great circle running through the
Mediterranean, Caucasus, Himalayas,
India, New Zealand and the Antilles
embraces 84,000 spicenters. Beyond
these zones centers of earthquake dis-

turbances are comparatively few.
